Seeing the reference to c ourtney in the clipping (in my letter to 
Ivon, if you ! ve forgotten), if you persist in corresponding with ^red, you 
might note that in COUP, although he considers me some kind of vill&in, I want 
out of my my to credit him with spotting the resemblance between the wanted- 
picture and the ,r walking-man” picture* I did this a year ago, but note that after 
his boorishness and slanders, I did not remove it* Now, he can be asked to 
compare that with his own record, sa^, for exanple, "Probe”, if you think he can 
be dispassionate end rational, which I do not* Do not tell anyone about Courtney* 
All those besides Paul would start doing weird things*
